BREAKS T H E FREIGHT BLOCKADE CM 
T H E LAKE SHORE* 


A Fo rm ida ble ?ho w o f W inchester Kill« « 
Awes the Striking Sw itchm en a t Chi­ 
ca g o and Result* In Setting the Trains 
In M o tio n—On# Da ring Striker D istin­ 
g uishes Himself* 


C hicago, J une 3» .-T w o hundred and 
fifty po licemen and Pinkerto n men, armed 
with Winchester rifles, rev o lv ers, and dubs, 
bro ke the tie-up in the freig ht traffic o f the 
Lake Hho r* railwa y , Mo nday , and cleared 
the y ards o f the lo aded cars which hav e a c­ 
cumulated since the inaug uratio n o f the 
switchmens’ strike. 
The anno uncement that 
the men who carried the g uns wo uld no t 
make a targ et o f the sun it they had to 
sho o t, but wo uld seek their mark a t a much 
lo wer elev atio n, and the business-like way 
in which they pro ceeded, impressed the 
strikers, who had swo rn a big o ath that if 
they did no t mo v e the freig ht no o ne sho uld, 
with the tho ug ht that a ny attempt to carry 
matters as they had last week wo uld result 
disastro usly to tho se who to o k part therein, 
and with a few ex ceptio nal cases there was 
no resistance. 
There was a lo o k o f serio us­ 
ness o n the faces o f the railway o fficials and 
po lice o fficers tha t indicated tha t tro uble 
was ex pected, aud tha t the time fo r tempo r­ 
izing had passed. 
The first mo v e was made abo ut 0 o ’clo ck, 
when a squad o f o fficers pro ceeded to clear 
the y ards o f ev ery bo dy no t emplo y ed there, 
ex cept the alway s priv ileg ed repo rter, and 
to driv e the cro wd back to a safe distance 
fro m the tracks. 
This was pro mptly do ne, 
the determined manner in which the mo v e 
was ex ecuted plainly sho wing tha t no fo o l­ 
ishness wo uld L*e submitted to , and that the 
cro wd must g o o r take the co nsequences 
One striker who 
refused to leav e was 
speedily clubbed into a willing ness to g o f 
and the tracks and switches were clear o f 
ev ery bo dy ex cept tho se who were autho r­ 
ized to bo o n them in v ery sho rt o rder. 
On 
bo th sides o f the line, abo ut a blo ck away , 
and held there by the po licemen and Pink­ 
erto n men. was the cro wd o f hundreds o f 
sy mpathizers with the strikers. 
The co m ­ 
pany had pro v ided a full fo rce o f new 
switchmen who were so o n busy making up 
a train, while the ro und ho uses g av e ev i­ 
dence that eng ines were in readiness to 
hitch o n as so o n as they 
were wanted. 
Biily Pinkerto n had superceded Matt and 
had charg e o f 
Winchester rifle co ntin­ 
g ent, which assisted in keeping the 2,09 0 o r 
mo re friends o f the strike in check. 
At the 10 o’clock the sheriff' was repre­ 
sented on th? ground for the first timo, 
Deputy Gleason having urrived w ith half 
a 
dozen other deputies. 
He im m ediately per­ 
formed his part of the d a y ’s %vork by read­ 
ing the riot act to the crowd a t several 
points along the line, and peace and order 
reigned until 12 o’clock. 
D uring this tim e 
several locomotives were kept running back 
and forth on the railw ay, the purpose being 
to see whether the crowd would attem pt to 
stop them, but, not a move in tha t direction 
was made, and a t the tim e noted abovo a 
train had been m ale up ready for the loco­ 
motive which was to take it 
out. 
\V bile 
the making up was proceeding, an 
ran down a side tracK, south of horty-third 
street, hitched to a caboose and an em pty 
freight car, drew them back to the switch 
ami ran them back on the next track. 
This 
was done in the very teeth of a largo crowd 
of men and boys who lay on the adjoining 
prairie, but not one of them stirred or m an­ 
ifested by the slightest sign tha t they were 
at all interested in w hat was going on. But 


it w u ~ co nceded that it wa* wo rte than 
fo lly to make a ny co ncerted mo v ement 
ag ainst the co mpany . 
Thro at* were made 
ag ainst the po lice, but the mo *t o f these 
threat* were made iu underto ne* 
The 
leaders o f the strike were co o l, but refused 
to disclo se their future plans,

tending phy sicians as tho se o f mo rphine 
po iso ning . 
Am Ende and o thers no w claim 
to hav e pro o f that the sy mpto ms wo re tho se 
o f atro pine po iso ning . 
It was sho wn o n 
the fo rmer trial that Dr. Lo wenthal admin­ 
istered atro pia as an antido te fo r the « up- 
po sed o v erdo se o f mo rphine. 
It will be a t­

to pro y e that Lo wenthal, who

train went safely on its way and was 
guarded to the state line by tne squad of 
Pinkerton men on board 
without iuci 
dent.

second freight train 
of twenty-six 
loaded freight cars followed the first train, 
having been made up at Englewood. 
11 had 
about twenty armed .specials on board. 
Two more trains were started east from 
South Chicago. 
From this time until .*> 
o'clock trains were made up and dispatch >«i 
fr o m the Forty-third street yards without 
interference. 
Ad the freight which ha i 
been side tracked during tho first days of 
the stiike, was reported in motion and the 
officials of the road, feeling confident that 
the backbone of the strike had been bro ten, 
notiii d the other roads that they would 
accept freight for all points.

The Cooper Institute. 


That admirable gentleman, Prof. Za- 
chos, the Curator of Peter Cooper’s great 
institution in N ew York City, upon the 
fine front of which our office opens, says 
in one of his annual reports: 
“ It is not what the schools and colleg es 
of; our land call ‘ignorance,’ that threat­ 
ens the perpetuity of good government 
or the order of society; but it is the gen­ 
eral misery and pauperism that stands

ready for every vice and disorder. 
A na 
tion educated to skilful work, will also 
think, feel and act for truth and justice; 
but a mere scholastic and scientific edu­ 
cation may advance us in knowledge, but 
will not lift us above the reach of abject 
poverty. 
Schools of industry and not 
schools of knowledge will save this na­ 
tion from anarchy.” 
“ What are wm to do.” asks Prof. S. P. 
Buggies, “ with the army of youths grad­ 
uating from the public schools? 
Are j 
they to become tramps, or what? 
Can 
arithmetic, geography, etc., save them 
from pauperism? 
Ignorance of all kind 
is to be dispelled, according to opportu­ 
nity and the call of our duties; but what 
kind of ignorance ought to be the first to 
dispel, and what is it the most obvious du­ 
ty of a man to know? 
It is to know how 
to g et an independent living . First learn 
that, and all other learning may be ad­ 
ded. 
To be ignorant of geography, arith­ 
metic and grammar, may be a misfor­ 
tune; but not to know how to earn a liv­ 
ing is ft curse. 
“ In the former trades, crafts and in­ 
dustrial occupations, now past and gone, 
a boy or girl could be turned to account ftt j 2 
once os an apprentice; but how are we to 
apprentice a vouth now to a steam en ­ 
gine, a telegraph instrument, or a shoe- 
peg g ing and a shoe cutting machine? ’’ 
Since the property was transferred to 
them by Mr. Cooperin 1857 at the c o s t of 
$ 630,226, the trustees have expended over 
$ 1 ,000,000 in g iving free instruction to 
the public. 
The past yea r’s expenses have been over 
$ 50,000 
With this expenditure, the trus­ 
tees have maintained a system of day and 
evening schools in which over 4,000 pu- 
pilsjhave been taught the rudiments of 
Science and Art. 
The free reading-room 
has been kept open every day from 8 a. 
m. until 10 p. m. with a daily attendance, 
often averaging during the winter more 
than 3,0<K). 
Besides this, free lectures 
have been given in Natural Philosophy, 
Chemistry, English Literature, Rhetoric 
and Elocution, by the respective profess­ 
ors of these Subjects. 
In the large hall 
weekly free lectures have been given to 
great audiences, on scientific subjects. 
Many of the first lecturers in the country 
have appeared in these courses. 
I do not believe that the history of 
philanthrophy can match Mr. Cooper’s 
work for effective wisdom. We are often 
undiscriminating when we award hon­ 
or and glory to our distinguished citizens, 
but we shall never cease to cherish the 
deepest, warmest admiration and grati­ 
tude to this plain American citizen, who 
devoted his life to the establishment of a 
great institution for the training of Am­ 
erican youth in the useful arts.
